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THE BUILDER. 
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It is expected that the foundation stone of the 
lantern tower of the new parish church of Lea- 
mington will be laid to day; we adverted to this 
work in progress a few weeks back, and described 
the fine limestone of which the pillars are composed ; 
this we understand to be of the same as was used by 
Inigo Jones in his day ;it is from Southam. Dr. 
Hook is expected to be present at the ceremony, 
and Mr. Craig has invited the body of the Free- 
masons also to attend.

The 
same rev. gentleman has also given a beautiful altar- 
seréen, or rere-dos of Riga oak, the work also of 
a Shrewsbury carver, and self-taught. He is being 
at the expense, too, of a new tower,a clock, andbell, 
to the church now building at Bayston Hill, three 
miles from Salop. 

The recent destruction occasioned by tempest, 
has originated a discussion as to the liability of the 
landlord or the tenant to repair the broken glass in 
those cases in which the tenancy is from year to 
year without any written contract to fix the liability.

£10,000 has been expended in improvements in 
the neighbourhood of Redcliffe Hill, Bristol, and 
£5,000 more is proposed to be applied to the same 
object. 

Hereford Cathedral is fast progressing under the 
hands of its restorers; a large number of masons 
are now employed upon it.
